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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which apphcant regards as 
the invention. 

3. Said claims 1-42 are indefinite with respect to what constitutes the metes and bounds of a 
"nanoparticle." While claim 1 1 does recite is diameter, it is not clear if the nanoparticles are 
spherical in shape, or whether they have some other structure and combination of shapes. 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 

the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not described in 

the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 

which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. As set forth in Enzo 

Biochem Inc., v. Calgene, Inc. (CAFC, 1999) 52 USPQ2d at 1 135, bridging to 1 136: 

To be enabling, the specification of a patent must teach those skilled in the art how to 
make and use the full scope of the claimed invention without 'undue experimentation.' " 
GenentecK Inc. v. Novo NordisK A/S, 108 F.3d 1361, 1365, 42 USPQ2d 1001, 1004 
(Fed. Cir. 1997) (quoting In re Wright, 999 R2d 1557, 1561, 27 USPQ2d 1510, 1513 
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(Fed. Cir. 1993)). Whether claims are sufficiently enabled by a disclosure in a 
specification is determined as of the date that the patent application was first filed, see 
Hybritech, Inc. v. Monoclonal Antibodies, Inc., 802 F.2d 1367, 1384, 231 USPQ 81, 94 
(Fed. Cir. 1986). . , . We have held that a patent specification complies with the statute 
even if a "reasonable" amount of routine experimentation is required in order to practice 
a claimed invention, but that such experimentation must not be "undue." See, e.g., 
Wands, 858 F.2d at 736-37, 8 USPQ2d at 1404 ("Enablement is not precluded by the 
necessity for some experimentation . . . However, experimentation needed to practice the 
invention must not be undue experimentation. The key word is *undue,' not 
'experimentation.' ") (footnotes, citations, and internal quotation marks omitted). In In re 
Wands, we set forth a number of factors which a court may consider in determining 
whether a disclosure would require undue experimentation. These factors were set forth 
as follows: (1) the quantity of experimentation necessary, (2) the amount of direction or 
guidance presented, (3) the presence or absence of working examples, (4) the nature of 
the invention, (5) the state of the prior art, (6) the relative skill of those in the art, (7) the 
predictability or unpredictability of the art, and (8) the breadth of the claims. Id, at 737, 
8 USPQ2d at 1404. We have also noted that all of the factors need not be reviewed when 
determining whether a disclosure is enabling. See Amgen, Inc. v. Chugai Pharm, Co,, 
Ltd, 927 F.2d 1200, 1213, 18 USPQ2d 1016, 1027 (Fed. Cir. 1991) (noting that the 
Wands factors "are illustrative, not mandatory. What is relevant depends on the facts."). 

6. The claims have been interpreted as allowing for the detection of any hybridization 
complex, be it duplex or triplex, and where the capture probe' may be that of a dendrimer, and 
therein comprise a multitude of double-stranded structures. Additionally, the method has been 
interpreted as encompassing the differentiation of nucleic acids that have single nucleotide 
mismatches, and that also conprise nucleotide analogs, which are recognized in the art as 
exhibiting higher binding affinity, e.g., PNAs. Said method has also been interpreted and 
encompassing the accurate, and reproducible detection of hybridization complexes when there is 
virtually any concentration of target present, including that of a single molecule. 

7. A review of the disclosure finds 5 examples, only Example 5, page 62, "DNA Detection 
with Infrared Thermography," is directed to the claimed invention, however, the disclosure 
relating to this example is wholly silent as to how the method is to be conducted, how results are 
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to be interpreted, and how art-recognized issues such as triplex formation, hair-pin structures 
within a probe and/or target, sensitivity of thermal detection devices, range at which thermal 
signatures are to be read, presence/absence of components in hybridization buffer that can affect 
penetration of light to the nanoparticle, and use of dendrimer probes are to be accounted for. 

8. In view of the breadth of scope clamed, the limited guidance provided, the unpredictable 
nature of the art to which the claimed invention is directed, and in the absence of convincing 
evidence to the contrary, the claims are deemed to be non-enabled by the disclosure.
